Background:  The Washington State Department of Transportation (WSDOT) plans for 
improvements to highways of statewide significance in the statewide multimodal 
transportation plan.  State highways of significance are considered essential public facilities 
and are therefore exempt from concurrency requirements of the Growth Management Act.  
State law directs WSDOT to periodically review the classifications of state highways and 
report any recommended changes to the Office of Financial Management and the 
transportation committees of the Legislature. 

Summary of Bill:  The following three segments of Washington highways are designated as 
highways of statewide significance: State Route 11 from Interstate 5 to 12th Street near the 
Alaska Marine Highway System ferry terminal in Bellingham; State Route 529 from the Port 
of Everett north to Interstate 5 near Marysville; and State Route 599 from Interstate 5 to State 
Route 99 in Tukwila.
